A single man with no dependents 
pays tax on all incomes in excess of 
$1,000, and a married man or any in- 
dividual with dependents ‘pays on 
the excess of $2,000 yearly) Both 
cases are subject to certain excep- 
tions, but it must be clearly borne in 
mind that every individual in receipt 
of any income whatever must make 
a return whether the income is taxable 
or not. 

Full information with regard to 
any individual’s case may be obtain- 
ed at any time from the Calgary in- 
come tax office, in the customs

And 
if they are well-made, they are a de- 
light even to the most jaded palate. 
Here is the modus operandi: 

Fill a heavy tron pot half full of 
4at, lard, vegetable oil,. hard vege- 
or beef fat. Butter ecan- 
not be used because it burns at too 
low a temperature. Whatever fat 
you choose, enovgh must be put 
into the pot to make it half full, | 
The fat must then be heated = 


it ceases to move. It should brown 
a cube of bread to a golden brown in 
sixty seconds, 

Having the fat at the right temper- 
ature is one of the secrets of success. 
Fat that is 100 cold will soak into the 
material to be fried. Thus we not 
only lose the fat, but we make the 
product more difficult to digest. When 
one is through with the fat, it should 
be strained through several thick- 
nesses of cheesecloth. If you strain 
real hot fat through a metal aiaineds 
you are in danger of melting the 
strainer, 


If the fat becomes dark it needs a 
cleaning or a clarifying. When the 
fat is cold, cut up a raw potato and 
drop in it in thin slices. Gradually 
The potato will absorb 
the impuritfes. Strain the fat through 
cheesecloth and repeat the raw potato 
process if necessary.

In frying the doughnuts, put only 
half a dozen ata time into the hot fat. 
More than this cools the fat to the 
soaking point. 


Have ready some soft, unglazed 
paper, Drain the doughnuts and then 
put them on the paper to drain.

- Kill the \¢ Gophers 


The gophers this serie are come 
ing from, their. winter quarters even 
earlier than normal, and no time 
should be lost in making preparations 
and having some,kind of poison on 
hand’ with which to destroy this 
pest that annually destroys such a 
vast acreage of our gereal crops. 

In attacking or Seapcying any 
pest, whether it be weeds, rodents, 
or disease, one point of prime im- 
portance should be borne in’ mind, 
plan to attack them in their weakest 
state or at,a time when they will 


. most easily succumb to the type of 


destruction employed, This time in 
‘the case of gophers is carly in the 
spring, shortly after they have come 
out from their winter Quarters. At 
this tifhe of the year there is very 
little, if any, green feed to be had, 
and «the poisoned grain is readily 
eaten by them “as they are very 
hungry after their lohg confinement 
during the winter months. Later in 
the season when an ‘abundance of 
green feed is ‘available gophers will 
feed on this and pass up the poisoned 
grain. i G

League of Red Cross Societies Directs Work 


The co-ordination of-the numerous agencies, whether national 
Red Cross Societies. or ‘other yoluntary organisations at present 
engaged in arresting disease and relieving distress throughout the 
warstricken areas of Europe, has recently been the subject of dis- 
cussion among many of the prominent interests concerned, It is 
realised that an: assortment of detached and sectional enterprises, 
in many cases insufficiently equipped, is not productive of results, 
that bear a convincing proportion to the money and energy 
expended. Some form of ‘international leadership and control can 
alone prevent duplication of effort, with its consequent wasté of 
funds; and it is earnestly desired to establish the principle of the 
single front and the unified high command. 


The problem of these ‘war-worn areas, whether ‘it -be disease 
or distress, whether involving adults or children, is essentially one; 
and there is urgent need of a single international authority, of ,a 
kind that has been lacking until now, to keep the field of operations 
and the activities of the existing relief agencies under review; to 
exercise a general and effective control; to collate information; to 
regulate spheres of, action; to organise necessary.supplies; and, not 
least, to be in a position to advise that any funds subscribed or 
allocated for various purposes shall bear some proportion to the 
widely diversified need.

The League of Red Cross Societies has accepted the respon- 
sibilty, and the whole strength of the organisation will be devoted 
to the successful fulfilment of its duty. 


Moreoyer, the League is in a position to méet the cost of 
headquarters administration and ‘of its investigators in the field 
without any deduction from funds subscribed for relief. Therefore, 
the services of the League will be given free; any funds entrusted 
to it will be devoted at their full value of 100 per cent. to the actual 
work of relief, and no charge for the service of investigation and 
co-ordination will be made against the funds of any other society 
or organisation working under agreement wth the League. 


It-is hoped and Blievad that this impending soaplidation of 
forces, under well-informed and comprehensive leadership, may 
help to inspire the public with renewed confidence, and be pro- 
ductive of a full measure of urgently needed voluntary help.

When the teeth are to be washed, the 
brush should be wet in running water 
and the paste or powdtr placed on 
the brush. 

Then the chewing surface of the 
teeth should be thoroughly brushed, 
both above and below. 

Wet the brush again and brush 
thoroughly the lingual or tongue side 
of the teeth. 

First, scrub them well with a cir- 
cular movement, then place the brush 
at the gum margin on each tooth in 
turn and brush straight to the chew- 
ing surface, paying particular atten- 
tidn to cleansing the spaces between 
the teeth. 

Repeat this on the fabial, or out- 
side, surface of the teeth, using plenty 
of water and dentifrice. 

After these movements have been 
completed, brush the inside of the 
cheeks and lips, then the gums and 
finally the tongue. 

Rinse the mouth with clean water 
or a mild mouthwash, then wash the 
tooth brush and hang it up to dry un- 
til it is time for the next “tooth bath.” 

Don’t put two or more tooth 
brushes in one container. 

Hang up every brush by itself so 
that it will not be touched by any 
other.

B.C. Forest Fires 


‘During Last Year 390,000 Acres of 
Timber Were Burned. 

Statistics’ compiled by the forest 
branch of the Provincial Government 
show that during last year 390,000 
acres of timber were burned in Brit- 
ish Columbia. This repregents a loss 
of 236,000,000 feet, valued at $299,000. 
The damage to young growth is esti- 
mated at $186,000, or a total of $485,- 
000, as compared with $393,000 in 1919. 
Of the season's fires 345, or 28 per 
cent., were caught and’ extinguished 
before they had reached a quarter of 
an acre in size, and 391, or 31 per 
cent., were extinguished before they 
had reached ten acres. Wireless 
tclephones were tried out with satis- 
factory results.
